for Adult Education have contributed their share* 

A considerable nuihber of ui\iver5ities in all five Continents established 
courses ^ coinparative adult education* Many other universities encoura9e stu- 
dents to "deal with cop^rative study or with the^study of adult education abroad 
in major pap<^r<: and theses, The literature in this area has increased consider- 
ably since the. early IdeOs l^th in support and as a result of this university 
activity, A nuinber of valuable bibliographies were poblishcdr cataloguing the 
growing wealth of materials available in a number of languages^ 

Host of the lirterature available on adult education in various countries 
can still 1^ found primarily in articles scattered throughout adult education « 
and social science journals^ while most of the truly comparative studies remain 
unpublished master's theses or doctoral dissertations. Although several com- 
parative adult education coivip^diums vere^poblished in recent years, ^ere no 
single publisher enticing researchers to submit' English language manuscripts of 
monographs dealing with codrfkarative adult education and case studies of adult 
education in various countrieSp even though the need for such a publishing ven- 
ture was stressed at a number of international meetings^ 

' it is with the inteot to provide euch service to the discipline and the 

field of adult education that the Centre for Continuing Education at The Uni- 
versity of British Colui^ibiap in cooperation vith the loternational Council for 
Adult Educationi decided in 1977 to publish a series of Monographs on Coinpara- 
tive and Area studies in Adult Education, seven years latere this publishing 
venture still seems to be worthwhile x 
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The tenth volume in the series presents continudtion of an ^notated 
bibliography <m adult educetioi^ in^£urop^^ s^nce 1945 > " The previous three 
volumes of the biJ?liography* for 1945-1969# 1970-J.974 «iimJ 1975-1979# were 
published in 1971, 1975, 1932 respectively. It seeraed appjx^priate tp 
incorporate the bibliography* starting with the volume for 1976-1979, into 
the series of l^ographs on Comparative'' and Area Studies in Adult Education.

Annotated Bibliography of EngSdsh-langu^ge Materials 194S~1969 in 1971p interest 
in the study^ol adult educatioh abroad and in coinparative adult education has 
9rown considerably , ie evidenced t>y international confcrencesi the steadily 
Increasing nttmber of publicaticnfi in thisj are^p and the ^rowin? number of 
comparative adult education courses offered t>y universities throughout t^ie vrorld. 

This fourtii volume of the bibliography covers a period of three years 
(1980-1982) * rather than the five-year periods spanned by two of the previous 
volumes (1970-1974 and 197S-1979) . Veti the number of items published in this 
three-year period and included in the current volume compares veil to the lon9er 
Periods covered previous volumes.- The 1945-1969 voluv^ included itemsi 
for an avera9e of ^3 items. p^r year.^ the 1970-1974 vol uma^in eluded 556 items* 
for an average of ill per l^ear; and the 1975-1979 volume included 636 items* for 
an average of 167 per year. The latest* three-year volume for '19eo-19e2# con- 
tains 662 itemsi for an average of 227 per year. This documents well the 
increase since 1945# but especially during the last eight years covered by the 
bibliography p in materials published in English about adult education in con- 
tinental Europe. 

Although overall there has -been a marked increase of materials available^ 
there are some significant differences among the European countries. During 
1980-I982i there was a significant drop in materials available for three East 
£*jrope^ countries: materials on Czechoslovakia and Poland dropped to almost 
half the annual average between the third and the fourth volumes of tile £iblio- 
graphy, while the annual average for Hungary is down by almostia third- On the 
other handi annual averages for inaterials on Greece tripled^ on Portugal more 
than doubled' and there was doubling for Austria^ Bulgaria/ Germany <pre-194S') , 
Federal Republic of Germanyp Romania and Spain. The reasons for these marked 
decreases and increS'ses are not easily evident and would reqjjire detailed 
analysis which is beyond the scope of the Introduction. 

As in all previous volumes* tJie British Isles were left out of thiB 
bibliography, as sufficient bibliographic assistance is Mailable elsewhere.^ 
As many sources as possible were included^ to 9ive access to alternate sources 
available locally on the same topic. 
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In accord vlth the variety of concepts and difference of opinion on \ 
definitions of vhat does or does not constitute adult education^ which still 
abound amon? European adult educators, and vishin? to' inake the bibliography as 
broad and useful to as vide a field as possible^ the broadest possible, concept 
of aduit education verging on education of adults was used in seleotiti? itenis 
for inclusion in the biJblio^raphy* Thus vocational education fAi adulHis, 
training in Kisine^s and industry* adult secondary and post -secondary level 
credit stuay* as well as activities of nuseumsf art galleries and libraries 
inasmuch as these involve specific planned educational programs for individual 
adults or adult groups^ have been included in addition to liberal adult edu- 
cation through university extension an^ evening classes or through voluntary 
associations. 

the relative accessibility of the materials through university and 
public libraries vas considered in the selection of items* thus personal visit 
reports and conference papers in typescript or mi^neographed form were not in- , 
eluded unless actually^ published, similarly^ books and periodicals iii */ery 
limited circulation were excluded. Doctoral disserations listed in DisstertAtion 
Abstracts were included^ vhile master's theses were not included. Materials 
available only on microfilm or microfiscfae vere not included* 

General histories of education and accounts of educational systems were 
included only if these contai^d major chapters on adult education; sources 
containing only passin^^ references to adult education were included ^ly if 
materials available in £ngli.bth on adult education in that country are limited* 

bibliography is organized by country, vith a section on Europe and ^ 
a section on Scandinavia* Materials covering two or more countries in separate 
sections are listed under each country covered in the ''sourceSf while vmterials 
concerned vith and organized by one or more aspects of adult eUucation (such 
as education of wonenf vorkers* education^ etc.) as it occurs in several 
countries are listed only under Europe or Scandinavia* Germany is ijiib'^divided 
into three categories: (1) Germany (pre<^ld45)f (2) Fedir>l 'Republic of Germany ' 
and (3) CenSn Democratic Republic* Th<% Soviet Union is suh-'^,ivided into 
(1) Russia (pre-ldl7) and (2) U.S*S.R* ^ ' ^ 

Hithin the above categories, the bibliography is sob-divided into 
categories of the various institutions^ methods and techniques and subject 
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matter^ with oach source listed in full as the main entry in the applicable 
tnajor sob-category and cross-referenced 1^ number under any other applicable 
sob^ category. Due to the great variety especially of institutional backgrofunds 
in the divergent political/ fioclal/ ecozioroic and cultural settings of the 
countries covered, the aub- categories are not clearly definable and mutually 
exclusive, aiid all categories cannot 1^ €<3ually ^pll«d to all countries 
covered. A Subject Index lists all entries by sub-categories and by countries. 

Since the bibliography is a listing of Hnglish-lanouage sources 
available about adult education in Europe rather than a bibliograPt^ of authorc^ 
each entry is listed in full only once, as the main entry^ under the n^ioe of 
the first author given for the item. 

A list of periodicals searched systematically for^materials is ii>cluded 
to assist the reader to lock for possible additional ma^er^ls in periodicals 
i>ot available to the compiler^. Twenty-two periodicals listed^in the 1975-1979 
volume were dropped {primarily because they ceased to be published) , while 
twenty periodicals were added to the list scanned for 1980-1982.^ 

With the thijf^voluinef for 1975-1979^ the, bibliography was incorporated 
into the Monographs on Comparative an^ Area Studies in Adult Education series* 
With this volume^ the size has been changed to fit more readily into the series. 

The compiler hopes that the professors of adult edt^ation, students of 
Adult education and adult education practitioners in the fi^ld will find the 
bUblio^aphy of some help ii> their work*
